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RECORDS OF COUNTY DELEGATION 
PUBLIC HEARING — BELKNAP COUNTY BUDGETS 1958 
March 4 — Laconia, N. H. — County Court House 


The Public Hearing was called to order by Chairman William 
Robertson at 8:00 p.m. Present were Representatives Rollins, 
McAllister, Haggett, Lord, Robertson, Miner, Smith, Atwood, 
Lacaillade, McCarthy, Morin, Simoneau, ‘Tilton, Karagianis, 
Lucier, Burbank and Varrell. 

The Chairman read the budget and the Commissioners an- 
swered questions. Some discussion of the items on the County 
Budget brought out the fact that the Home is filled at the 
present time. 

The Clerk of Court was questioned as to the amount of his 
budget as submitted by the Commissioners in as much as the 
1957 budget exceeded the estimate by $7,000.00. Mr. Tilton 
said he had asked for $30,500.00. There was one, at least, ex- 
pensive case to be tried this year. 

Sheriff Crockett spoke of the need of uniforms to be worn 
in court. 

The Area Budget was discussed. Sen. Rogers spoke in regard 
to the Area from his viewpoint as a member of the Advisory 
Committee. He said new facilities were needed. It was no fault 
of present management. If business is to continue good, he 
thought the county should either change the type of manage- 
ment or sell it to the state. The county did not have the proper 
facilities for handling the operation. 

Dr. Lacaillade spoke to the point that all Areas are crowded 
this year. Belknap could use another lift, not as expensive as the 
last one. He hoped the County could spend more on the Area. 

Mr. DuBlois praised the Area, suggesting that members of 
the Delegation visit the Area before voting on the Budget. He 
thought more should be spent on advertising. 

Mr. O’Connor was for a larger amount of advertising. 

Supt. Baer was asked for comments and responded to questions. 
He thought the Area should have a new Sno-Cat. He thought 
that the county could issue bonds to the amount of $100,000.00 
to buy a new Poma Lift and that income would pay the debt. 
He reported receipts up to March 1, of $90,073.41.

Gilford, New Hampshire — April 15, 1958 


The Executive Committee met in Supt. Baer’s office at 10:30. 
After enjoying coffee and doughnuts served by Mr. Baer, the 
meeting was called to order by the committee chairman, Rep. 
Henry Burbank. Present were Representatives Burbank, ‘Tilton, 
Simoneau, McAllister, Miner and Chairman Robertson, and 
Clerk Atwood. Rep. Rollins of the Area sub-committee was 
present and Rep. Haggett arrived later. 


The County Budget was discussed. It was noted that the 
amount which the Public Service Co. paid for land and right 
of way ($700.00) had been placed in the Capital Reserve Fund, 
but the amount received from sale of lots to Messrs. Wagner and 
Smith was not listed, and the sum received from Public Works 
Com. John Morton, for land for the new road, was listed in 
the General Funds rather than added to the Reserve Fund. The 
sum of $2,500.00 is in the current budget for road repairs con- 
nected with this new road. It was decided to request informa- 
tion from the Commissioners before voting on these items. 
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It was voted to add $4,500.00 to the Superior Court budget as 
requested by the Clerk of Court, and also $400.00 for uniforms 
for the Sheriff's department, same to be worn when on Court 
duty, and to recommend to the Convention that the figure of 
$32,900.00 be substituted for the amount of $28,000.00 for the 
‘ Superior Court in the Commissioners’ budget. It was voted to 
substitute the sum of $6,000.00 for the County Infirmary in 
place of the amount of $8,000.00 in the budget as submitted. 
On the revenue side of the County Budget the following changes 
were voted to be recommended to the Convention: The note, 
borrowed by the Area, in the amount of $5,959.27 with interest 
of $16.25 (already repaid the County by the Area) to be added 
to the 1958 Revenue as well as the item for Office Expense, 
$1,650.00 (unpaid in 1957). Voted to recommend the County 
Budget’s adoption with the changes as noted above. 

Rep. Rollins read the report and recommendations of the Sub 
Committee as follows: (Budget appended) 

“Since the Public Budget Hearing on March 4, the Area Com- 
mittee has held five meetings at which the Budget has been 
considered. ‘They met with the Commissioners, with Manager 
Baer, with the Ski Advisory Committee, and held two executive 
meetings. 

The Chairman, Rep. Dana, being absent, Rep. Lord acted as 
Chairman, and Rep. Rollins took her place as Clerk. In addi- 
tion to the committee members, the Convention Chairman, Rep. 
Robertson, has attended all but one of the meetings. 

In considering the Budget, the committee has made an at- 
tempt to balance expenditures with estimated revenues as much 
as possible, to insure the growth that any project of this sort 
merits. 

The Committee submits the following five recommendations in 
addition to the budget: 

1) A fiscal year from July 1 through June 30 in lieu of the 
calendar year. 

2) Any bank balance at the end of the fiscal year should be 
deposited in the Area Revolving Fund, provided that 
all bills of the previous year be paid 30 days prior to 
the close of the Area fiscal year. 

3) All bills should be paid within 30 days or by the 10th 
of the following month, whichever comes first, that the 
2% discount may be taken on the accounting. This 
would mean some savings. 

4) The location of the experimental trails should be agreed 
upon by the Area Manager and the Area Committee, 
after due consideration by all interested parties. 
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5) There should be a double entry system of bookkeeping 
at the Area.” 


Discussion ensued. It was noted that the Commissioners should 
be added to the groups mentioned in Item No. 4. 


It was moved by Rep. Miner, and seconded by Rep. Robertson 
that the Area Sub-Committee’s recommendations and proposed 
Budget be approved and recommended to the Convention for 
passage. It was so voted.

The Convention met at the Belknap Area Lodge where they 
were served an excellent luncheon by Seth Keller, caterer — 
courtesy of Manager Fritzie Baer. Present were Representatives 
Rollins, McAllister, Haggett, Lord, Robertson, Lacaillade, Mc- 
Carthy, Morin, Simoneau, Tilton, Burbank, Varrell, Karagianis, 
Miner, Smith, Atwood and Delegate Urie from New Hampton. 
Also present were the three Commissioners, County Solicitor 
O’Neill, Manager Baer, Rev. Thomas Cate, Raymond Smith of 
the Laconia Citizen, Earl Anderson of the Union-Leader, and 
Arthur Rothafel of Station WLNH. 


Chairman Robertson called the meeting to order at 1:25. He 
asked the Clerk to read the resignation of Rep. Warren F. Met- 
calf of Tilton which was accepted with regret. 


Chairman Robertson called on Rep. Rollins to read the Area 
Budget. Discussion ensued on Area affairs. 


Returned to the County Budget, and the Clerk read the 
recommendations of the Executive Committee in regard to 
same. In response to question, the Commissioners reported 
that the sale of the Wagner and Smith lots was not completed 
at this time. The money from the right of way payment from 
Public Works Com. Morton was still in General Funds. It was 
moved by Rep. McCarthy and seconded by Rep. Rollins that 
the amount of $1,200.00, which should be deposited in the Capi- 
tal Reserve Fund, be so applied, and then transferred to the 
1958 Budget to be applied on the item of $2,500.00 asked for 
County Home Road Repairs. 
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The roll was called. Voting “Yes” were: 

Representatives Rollins, Haggett, Lord, Robertson, Miner, 
Smith, Atwood, Lacaillade, McCarthy, Morin, Simoneau, 
Tilton, Burbank, Varrell, Karagianis, and Delegate Urie. 
(Through error, the name of Rep. McAllister was not called, 
but he reported later that he would have voted ‘Yes,’ making 
it unanimous.) 

It was so voted. 

It was moved by Rep. Lord, and duly seconded, that the 
1958 County Budget (appended) as recommended by the Execu- 
tive Committee, with corrections made, be adopted. It was so 
voted.

TO BE RAISED BY TAXATION $139,495.80 


The Area Budget was then considered. 

Rep. Miner asked the Commissioners if the recommendations 
of the Area Committee would be followed. Com. Smith stated 
that he did not approve the change in fiscal year, but the rest 
were “all right with him.” Com. Stafford said he wished to take 
more time to study the items. Com. Sawyer asked a few questions 
but did not state his position either way. It was disclosed that 
a change in fiscal year would call for legislative action. 


It was moved by Rep. Miner, and duly seconded, that the 1958 
Area Budget be not approved by the Convention until such 
time as the Convention receives in writing from the Commis- 
sioners their approval or disapproval of the recommendations of 
the Area Committee. (Discussion) It was so voted. 

The County Solicitor was called on for remarks. He stated that 
he had confidence that the Commissioners would carry out the 
expressed wishes of the Convention and would make the desired 
changes in the fiscal control without a specific vote of the Con- 
vention. It was then moved by Rep. Miner, and duly seconded, 
that the previous vote be rescinded. It was so voted. 


It was moved by Rep. Lord, and duly seconded, that the 
sum of $8,000.00 be taken from the Area Revolving Fund to 
purchase a new Sno-Cat, the amount not to be withdrawn be- 
fore December 1, 1958. After discussion, the Roll was called. 

Voting “Yes” were 

Representatives McAllister, Rollins, Haggett, Lord, Robert- 
son, Miner, Atwood, Lacaillade, McCarthy, Simoneau, Til- 
ton, Burbank and Varrell. 
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Vote “No” were Representatives Smith, Morin, Karagianis and 
Delegate Urie. 


The Chairman stated that 13 having voted in the affirmative, 
and 4 in the negative, the motion prevailed. 


It was moved by Rep. Karagianis, and duly seconded, that the 
1958 Area Budget as submitted by the Area Committee, and 
approved by the Executive Committee, be adopted. It was so 
voted. Delegate Urie asked to be recorded as having voted against 
the motion, as he considered the amount of the Budget altogether 
too high. 

It was moved by Rep. Miner, and duly seconded, that “A com- 
mittee of five (5) members of this Convention be appointed by 
the Convention Chairman, to investigate existing conditions and 
operating procedures of Belknap Recreational Area, and to 
report their findings to this Convention not later than 1 Novem- 
ber, 1958, in accordance with RSA Chap. 24: Sections 17, 18 and 
19. She further moved, and it was duly seconded, that her re- 
marks following the formal motion be made a part of the rec- 
ords of the Convention. 

Remarks: 

‘Mr. Chairman: 

For several years there has been considerable discussion 
on the operation of the Belknap Recreational Area. There have 
been recommendations made to the County Commissioners and 
to the County Convention that the Area be sold, either to pri- 
vate enterprise or to the State, or that a Belknap Authority be 
established. In order that the members of this Convention, or 
those of a later Convention, be able to take positive action on 
any of the above recommendations, or perhaps suggest other 
measures, I have made the above motion.’ ” 

It was so voted, 11 to 1. 

It was moved by Rep. Tilton, and duly seconded, that the 
Convention members be paid for attendance at the Hearing on 
March 4. It was so voted. 

It was voted to thank Manager Baer for his courteous hos- 
pitality. As our long-time County Home Matron, Mrs. Pickard 
is still hospitalized in Florida, it was voted to send our best 
wishes to her and to Mr. Pickard. 

Meeting adjourned 3:45 p.m.

The Belknap County Convention met at the Court House in 
comphance with the vote taken on April 15, to hear the report 
of the Area Investigating Committee. Also in the call of the 
meeting was the consideration of selling County-owned lots 
on Lake Winnisquam, and the authorization of further monies 
for the purchase of a Sno-Cat for the Area. Chairman Robertson 
called the meeting to order in the Probate Room at 8:15. Present 
were Representatives Rollins, McAllister, Matheson, Lord, Rob- 
ertson, McCarthy, Lacaillade, Morin, Tilton, Lucier, Burbank, 
O’Shan, Varrell, Smith, Miner, and Atwood, also Delegate 
Urie. Rep. Simoneau came to the meeting but left just before 
it opened, because of ill health. 


The press was represented by Helen Martin for the Union 
Leader and Raymond Smith for the Evening Citizen. Rep. 
Joseph Smith is also Chairman of the County Commissioners. 

Discussion of a purchase of the Sno-Cat revealed that the 
amount authorized for its purchase on April 15 was insufficient. 
Com. Smith stated they had a firm offer for a new machine, if 
ordered at once. 

It was moved by Rep. Lord, and seconded by Rep. O’Shan that 
“$9,215.00 (Nine thousand two hundred and fifteen dollars) be 
authorized for the payment of a Sno-Cat, and that all monies 
hereby voted be transferred from the Area Revolving Fund 
to the Area General Fund at once, and that all previous votes 
regarding this appropriation be hereby rescinded.” 


The Clerk called the role and the seventeen members present

answered in the affirmative, and the Chairman declared the 
motion passed by unanimous vote. 


Chairman Robertson reported that Mr. Conly had consulted 
him, for a client, regarding the purchase of the last three sur- 
veyed lots on the Map of the County property bordering Lake 
Winnisquam. He had referred the matter to the Home Sub- 
Committee. Rep. McCarthy reported that his committee had 
viewed the land and there was 300 feet frontage with a depth 
of 150-180 ft. Com. Smith brought in the Map, and there seemed 
to be doubt as to the number of lots in question. It was moved 
by Delegate Urie and seconded by Rep. McCarthy that 


“the sale of this property be postponed until such time as a 
written offer describing the lots in detail and the amount offered 
for each lot be presented to the Convention.” 


It was so voted. 
Chairman Robertson asked Rep. Miner, Clerk of the Area 
Investigating Committee, to read that report. 


A general discussion ensued which brought forth a majority 
sentiment for the establishment of an Authority although there 
was not unity as to methods to follow. Rep. McAllister and 
Delegate Urie registered the disapproval of continuing the Area 
if it meant added taxation to their towns. Rep. McAllister felt 
that the Authority could do no more than the Commissioners; 
Delegate Urie said all his fellow townsmen disapproved of the 
Motorcycle Races. Chr. Robertson felt that the ordinary county 
fiscal control was not adequate for a business like the Area. Rep. 
Atwood suggested that rules and regulations for its operation 
be set up, if an Authority was not established. Rep. Tilton stated 
that the County would always be responsible for the debts of the 
Area while it remained County property. 


It was moved by Rep. Tilton and duly seconded, that “the 
report of the Committee be accepted and referred to the next 
County Convention, and that the Committee be congratulated 
for the work upon the report.” 

It was so voted. 

Rep. Miner read the list of expenses of the investigation, 
amounting to $457.56 which are to be submitted to the Court 
whose approval is required. The amount will be paid from 
Area funds, according to Com. Smith. 

It was moved by Rep. Miner, and duly seconded, that “the 
report of the Belknap Area Investigating Committee be made 
available to the Area Sub-Committee of the 1959-1960 Conven- 
tion, for their further consideration and /or action.” 
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It was moved by Rep. Atwood, and duly seconded, that this 
motion be amended to include the entire 1959-1960 Belknap 
County Convention. 

The amendment was adopted, then the motion, as amended, 
was voted upon and declared adopted. 

Chairman Robertson declared that he had enjoyed his rela- 
tions with the County Convention and his work as chairman, and 
thanked the members for their cooperation. He stated that the 
Convention would enjoy his successor, General Snow of Gilman- 
ton. 

The meeting gave Chr. Robertson a vote of appreciation for 
his efficient leadership as head of this Convention and the 
exacting Investigation Committee.

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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


In accordance with the Public statutes of New Hampshire the 
Commissioners of Belknap County present the annual report of 
the County Commissioners, Treasurer, Superintendent County 
Home and House of Correction, Manager of the Recreation 
Area, Clerk of Superior Court, Sheriff, Solicitor and Auditors 
for the year ending December 31, 1958. 


COURT HOUSE 


During the past year the Sheriff's Office has been equipped 
with complete radio communication equipment thus enabling 
this department to have communication with local and State 
Police at all times. 


COUNTY HOME 


Extensive additions have been made to the equipment at the 
County Infirmary, to meet the needs of a rapidly growing service 
to the community. Necessary painting, papering and repairs 
have also been maintained throughout the plant. 


WELFARE DEPARTMENT 


Increasing unemployment during the year 1958 reflects in 
our increasing Welfare costs in the County as well as over the 
State in general. This year was an exceptionally bad year be- 
cause we not only had the usual seasonal unemployment but 
also the unemployment due to the recession. Because of this 
unemployment, many of the unstable homes became broken and 
the County had to aid these families until Federal aid could 
be granted. 


In some instances the Court had to step in and award the 
custody of the children to the County because of the unfitness 
of the parents or the abandonment of the children by one or 
both parents. This has created a heavy burden upon our Aid 
to Children’s Fund which was inadequate to meet this situation. 
Unusually large medical and hospital bills also took a large 
percentage of the money allocated for relief welfare which was 
unpredictable. 


Aid to Soldiers’ families ran 50% higher over last year due 
to a larger number of veterans being unemployed and needing 
assistance. 

Our surplus food program has been a tremendous assistance 
in our Welfare program and has also helped to supplement the 
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budget of many county residents who qualify for this type of 
help. 

A larger number of the aged becoming eligible for Old Age 
Assistance and increased allotments for some will necessitate an 
increase in our Old Age Assistance budget. 

In conclusion, increases in the budget for all categories of Wel- 
fare assistance will have to be expected to meet the increased 
cost of living and the unemployment situation for 1959.

ACCOUNTS OF COMMISSIONERS AND TREASURER 


All orders issued by the Commissioners and Clerk of the Su- 
perior Court during the periods under review were examined 
and compared with corresponding entries in the ‘Treasurer’s 
records. Supporting invoices and payrolls were also examined and 
the classification of expenditures noted. Proof of the ‘Treasurer’s 
balance as of December 31, 1957, is shown in Exhibit F-2. 


CLERK OF THE SUPERIOR COURT 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of Court of 
Belknap County were examined. Court receipts were checked by 
source, insofar as possible, and found to be properly recorded. 
Court orders issued by the Clerk were supported by invoices, 
vouchers and payrolls bearing the approval of a Superior Court 
Justice. 


COUNTY FARM 


The accounts and records of the Superintendent of the County 
Farm were examined. Receipts of the County Farm were checked 
by source through the triplicate receipt forms. All receipts, as 
recorded in the cash book, were properly accounted for by the 
Superintendent through remittances to the County Treasurer. 

Classified summary statements of receipts and expenditures of 
the County Institution for the years 1956 and 1957 are presented 
in Exhibits I-1 and I-2, respectively. 
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GENERAL COMMENTS 


Overdrafts of Appropriations: 


It is noted that in each of the years 1956 and 1957, there were 
net overdrafts of appropriations amounting to $8,252.51 and 
$3,172.25, respectively (Exhibits D-1 and D-2). Included in the 
1956 overdraft of $8,252.51 was an overdraft on account of Su- 
perior Court expenditures amounting to $305.14, leaving a net 
overdraft of appropriations over which the County Commission- 
ers have control of $7,947.37. 


In 1957, an overdraft of $6,345.37 on account of Superior Court 
expenditures, exceeded the net overdraft of appropriations of 
$3,172.25, by $3,173.12. Therefore in that year there was actually 
a net unexpended balance of $3,173.12 in the appropriations 
over which the Commissioners exercise control. 


In connection with the 1956 overdraft attention is called to 
Chapter 24, Section 15, of the Revised Statutes Annotated, which 
provides as follows: 


“Exceeding Appropriations. No county commissioner shall 
pay, or agree to pay, or incur any liability for the payment 
of, any sum of money for which the county convention has 
made no appropriation, or in excess of any appropriation 
so made except for the payment of judgments rendered 
against the county. In the case of an emergency, however, 
county commissioners may apply to the executive commit- 
tee, which, after a public hearing, may grant to the county 
commissioners authority in writing to make such emergency 
payment. Whenever it appears that the amount appropriated 
for a specific purpose will not be used in whole or in part 
for such purpose, the county commissioners may use such 
sum to augment other appropriations, if necessary, provided 
the total payments for all purposes do not exceed the total 
sum of appropriations in any year made by the county con- 
vention.” 


Whenever it appears that circumstances may make it necessary 
to exceed the total amount of budgetary appropriations, applica- 
tion should be made by the County Commissioners to the Execu- 
tive Committee of the County convention for authority to make 
such emergency expenditures, in accordance with the provisions 
of the law as quoted herein.

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 184 of the Laws 
of 1955, a copy of this report or a summary of its findings and 
recommendations (letter of transmittal) should be published in 
the next annual report of the County.

To the Honorable Board of Commissioners of Belknap County: 

Another busy year has passed in the operation of the County 
Home and Infirmary. The number of patients admitted has kept 
the Infirmary at full capacity throughout the year an average 
of 61.6 patients per day. All categories of Welfare cases have 
averaged 98.2 of our patients, the balance, self or family sus- 
tained, needless to report all previous records both financial and 
patient days of care have been surpassed. 


The usual farming operations have been carried on, fruit and 
vegetables have been processed to meet the needs of the ever 
growing population. 


A number of improvements have been made throughout the 
Home, Farm and Infirmary all by special appropriation; inside 
and outside painting has been done with only the cost of the 
material involved. 


The first Therapy Group directed by the Gerontology Com- 
mittee of the New Hampshire Social Welfare Council with 
finances provided by the Spaulding Charitable Trusts a pro- 
fessional Occupational Therapist has set up an Arts and Crafts 
program at Belknap County Home, this pioneer program spear- 
headed by local public spirited persons began operating Decem- 
ber 1, 1958. ‘To date a most enthusiastic group of Home residents 
look forward to the various activities in which all can partici- 
pate. Our sincere thanks to the local pioneer volunteers who 
gave of their time and efforts to develop this Pilot program so 
successfully in order that the other County Homes may benefit 
from the resulting progress in a worthwhile program for aged 
residents of County Institutions. 


The ever increasing interest indicated by the many kind- 
nesses extended to the County Home residents by organizations, 
churches, yisiting and choral groups, flowers, favors and many 
other gifts throughout the year. Our sincere thanks to everyone 
who remembered our aged and ill patients. 


In our opinion an organization such as is set up in Belknap 
County is very dependent upon its faithful employees who per- 
form their respective duties efficiently and _ conscientiously 
throughout the year and without whose cooperation this report 
would not be possible. To all we are extremely grateful. 

We wish to express our gratitude to our County Commis- 
sioners for their continued confidence and guidance in the con- 
duct of the affairs of the County Home.

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tion extended to us at all times by our City and ‘Town officials, 
our chaplains Rev. Thomas Cate and Rev. George Chicoine, 
whose spiritual help and guidance has been a solace to our 
patients and all others under our care.

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REPORT OF DIRECTOR BELKNAP MOUNTAIN 
RECREATION AREA 


It is gratifying to present the 1958 report of the Belknap 
Mountain Recreation Area to the Belknap County Commissioners 
and the people of Belknap County. 


With the help of the Ski Advisory Board, some long range 
planning was made and put into effect. We also recall in 1955 
in our annual report we predicted that within a few years the 
expected revenue of the Area would reach as high as $125,000.00. 
How little did we realize at that time that the figure would be 
reached the following year and a few years later; or at the end 
of the 1958 season where we almost reached the $200,000.00 in- 
come figure. The County Commissioners and the committees who 
have assisted the management must be just as pleased to see the 
income figure as above quoted. Again we can say that the Area 
has not cost the citizens of Belknap County $1.00 of their taxes. 

Many new projects were planned and finished in 1958 such as 
a $10,000.00 road resurfacing job; closing of a brook east of the 
recreation building giving us additional parking space; added 
picnic areas; installation of a complete new set of parking lights 
which were presented to the county by the New England Motor- 
cycle Dealers Association; additional grooming of all slopes and 
trails including the widening of the novice Stonebar Trail. 

In the month of February, we were honored by having the 
Assistant Secretary of the Air Force from Washington do some 
skiing at the Belknap Area at the conclusion of his Lincoln Day 
speech at the Tavern and the quoted letter from David S. Smith 
must be gratifying to all of us in the County as it was to the 
management and staff.

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AGRICULTURE 


While the number of families engaged in farming on a full 
time basis in Belknap County is gradually decreasing, the size 
of individual establishments is increasing, and the dollar volume 
of farm production continues to increase. 

The larger farm operation requires greater capital investment 
and competitively increasing management and marketing “know- 


how.” 


The Agricultural Agent’s programs are designed to assist farm 
people to more quickly apply sound farm management princi- 
ples and practices. Keeping the remaining farms in efficient 
production over the years has been a great factor in keeping the 
percentage rise in food costs less than those of many other 
commodities. 


As the farm population declines more services are sought from 
the Extension Service by urban and rural non-farm families in 
many phases of around-the-home problems of gardening, soils, 
lawns, insects, and many others.

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HOME DEMONSTRATION WORK 


There is a continued need for families of Belknap County to 
receive consumer information on new fabrics, food products, 
household equipment and furnishings. 

The field of Cooperative Extension Service continues to ex- 
pand, and includes both rural and urban families. 

Approximately 25% of the homemakers are working outside 
of the home. 

Our objectives were to assist families to acquire the attitudes, 
appreciations, knowledge, skills and habits basic to a satisfying 
family and community life, and to assist our homemakers to 
develop their abilities and skills as individuals and as home 
managers in the selection, buying, care and use of food, cloth- 
ing and home furnishings. 

At our program suggestion day in May 1957 the women at- 
tending expressed the needs they had. After the state program 
was made up, our County Home Demonstration Advisory Coun- 
cil chose the subjects for the 1957-58 program they felt would 
best meet the expressed needs of the county women.

Aims — to work with youth, primarily through local adult 
leadership, in such a way as to help them develop within 
themselves a capacity for fuller, richer living.

Means Used to Accomplish These Aims — 

I. Working through local volunteer leadership, the agent 
directs the formation of 4-H Clubs, to which the youth 
of an area may belong. 

The benefits of the club approach in teaching youth are: 

a. The presence of a social organization to which they 
may belong. 

b. An organization to do community projects together. 

c. Advantages of supplying instructions through an 
organized club. 

d. Better communication between the agent and the 
youth through the leaders. 

II. Projects — By signing-up for specific projects the ener- 
gies of youth are directed toward constructive definite 
aims. Such projects include — Health, Electricity, Home 
Management, Conservation, Dairy, Clothing, Citizenship, 
etc. The primary benefits derived from these projects 
are not the skills learned in themselves or the money 
realized from the project, but the acquisition of a sense 
of responsibility through record keeping; a respect and 
understanding of the fellow human being by working 
together. Club members are encouraged to lead meet- 
ings and give demonstrations, from which activities they 
gain poise.

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COUNTY FORESTERS REPORT FOR 1958 


General 


There are approximately 212,350 acres of woodlands in Bel- 
knap County. This comprises 82.7% of the land area of the 
county. There has been an increase of 4,450 acres since 1948. 


A breakdown of private woodland ownerships show that 
roughly 40% are farms and 60% non-farms. 


There are, at the present time, 19 sawmills and wood using 
industries in the county, employing annually between 400 and 
500 people full time. Pulp mills are the only principle wood 
using industries not found in the county. 


The average annual cut of sawlogs, bolts and pulpwood in the 
county is approximately 24 million board feet. Average stump- 
age value of this timber is $288,000., roadside value $720,000 
and at the woodusing industries $960,000.00 ‘These values do 
not include Christmas trees, Maple syrup, and other products 
of the forests. ‘The recreational and soil and water conservation 
can not readily be figured in dollars and cents. 


Each year a forestry work plan is prepared for Belknap Coun- 
ty, based on the recommendations of the U. S. Forest Service, 
New Hampshire Forestry Department, University of N. H. Ex- 
tension Service, County Extension Service Council and a group 
of interested landowners in the county, who meet once a year 
at an Annual Forestry Planning Meeting. 

It is the duty of the county forester to follow this work plan. 
A copy of the work plan is available on request to the Belknap 
County Extension Office. 

Following are some statistics for the fiscal year 1958 in the 
field of forestry taken from the county forester’s Annual Report 
for Belknap and Strafford Counties.
